international Effect Uppermost. 


The etfect which a country-wide strike 
would have on the international situa- 
tion’ was the chief subject of discussion 
here today. Many officials weré in- 
clined to be deeply indignant at the 
brotherhoods for precipitating the strug- 
gle at this critical stage of the German 
crisis. Those close to the labor men 
contended that criticism of this kind 
was wholly unjust; that the last thing 
the brotherhoods wished to do was to 


embarrass. the Government in its pro- 


visions for national defense. They feel 
that if any one is to be accused of being 
unpatriotic it. should be the railroads. 
The roads, the labor sympathizers point 
out, are making. profits out of the war 
_— should be ready to make conces- 
sions. 

The brotherhood leaders feel that they 
have given every possible demonstration 
of their loyalty and patriotism, both in 
their adherence yesterday to the state- 
ment of willingness to serve in time of 
war adopted by the Federation of La- 
bor and in their pledges to refrain from 
hindering the passage of troop and mu- 
nition trains. The White House today 
made public a letter written by the four 
chiefs from Cleveland on March 7, prom- 
ising the President that they would sup- 
port him in case of war. The letter 
read: 

Mr. President: We feel obligated to offi- 
cially advise you of our intention to again 
meet the National Conference Committee of 

the Railways on Mai 15 for the purpose. of 
making another effort to adjust the pending 
eight-hour controversy. We are very hope- 
ful of working out a satisfactory adjust- 
ment with the railroads, but if, while wer 
are negotiating, our eountry should begome . 
involved in war, we want to assure you, aS 
Chief Exeputive of the nation, that. we and 
the membership we represent can be relied 
upon to support you to the fullest extent 
and that yourself and the nation will have 
our hearty “and full support. We are, with 
great respect,

While there is no gisposition on the 
art of officials to feel that the brother- 
oods will fail to live up to this pledge, 

it was pointed out today that, no mat- 
ter how careful the labor men might 
be to pass munition and troop trains, a 
general tie-up of freight and passenger 
traffic, with its attendant demoraliza- 
tion of industry in general, could not 
fail to have a most enervating and per- 
haps paralyzing effect on national de- 
fense measures. 


What the Presifent Might Do.\ 


What the President could or would do 
in case the strike were actually called 
is purely a matter of speculation. It 
was suggested in one quarter today that 
Yr. 
Wilson might make a final attempt to 
obtain an agreement by persuasion by 
calling the two sides together and mak- 
ing a final appeal to them to,wait until 
the Supreme Court had delivered its de- 
cision on the Adamson: law. If this at- 
tempt did not succeed, it is believed in 
some quarters, the existing relations be- 
tween the United States and Germany 
might give the President legal authority 
to. use extraordinary measures to keep 
the trains running. 

The President’s views are not known, 
and no one can predict with authority 
what he would do. He was confined to 
his room all day and saw no visitors, 
although he did ask Secretary Wilson 
over the telephone to gather what in- 
formation he could about the situation. 

In-one respect the problem is regarded 
as somewhat less. serious than that of 
last Fall. This time the brotherhood 
heads plan a‘ progressive ’’ strike, tak- 
ing a few roads at a time an@ giving an 
opportunity for negotiations as the af- 
fected territory gradually increases.. 
Whether the strike succeeds or fails this 
will leave open a wider opportunity for 
an early settlement by compromise than 
if, as last Fall, they had called an im- 
mediate general strike extending all 
over the country. 

In spite of the indignation over the 
precipitating of this struggle in the 
midst of the international crisis, there is 
little disposition among some officials 
to contend that the brotherhoods would 
violate a definite agreement Sf calling a 
strike at this time. Lg | did agree to 
call off the strike last Fall when the 
Adamson law was passed, but it is con-

DEMAND PREMATURE, 
_ RAILROADS INSIST 


Nothing Can Be Done Until Su- 
preme Court Rales on Eight- 
Hour Act, Say Managers. 


When the hedds of the four railroad 
brotherhoods face the members of the 
National Conference Committee of the 
railways. across a big oak table, at the 
Grand Central Terminal tomorrow morn- 
ing, ;with a demand for the eight-hour 
day and a’ threat that they will tie’ up 
the railroads of the United States if 
they don't get it immediately, they will. 
be met'with the statement that under ‘no 
conditions will the railroads make a set- 
tlement -until the Supreme Court hands 
down its decision on the constitutional- 
ity of. the Adamson Eight-hour law. 

There is the possibilfty that the broth- 
erhoods will have a proposal to make 
which will appeal to the railroads, but 
the fact that, regardless of what agree- 
ment may reached tomorrow, the 
Adamson act, if upheld, will be the law 
of the land, to be obeyed by railroads 
and trainmen alike, has led the rail- 
road exedutives to the point where they 
say there is no possibility of a settle- 
ment iat this time. ‘ 

The railroad managers take the stand 
that it is not within the province of 
either the trainmen or the raiirceds, or 
both, to abrogate the law and that no 
agreement signed by the railroads and 
the engineers, firemen, conductors, and 
trainmen could dispose of the claims 
which the telegraphers, switchmen, and 
other. railroad workers will make if the 
court upholds the Adamson law, which 
gifes the eight-hour day to ‘‘all per- 

8 en in the operation of trains 
engaged jn interstate commerce.’’ 

The managers assert that the brother- 
hoods have broken faith in issuing a 
series of strike calls, the first of which’ 
is effective Saturday, while the Supreme 
Court is considering the eight-hour law, 
and their common disposition is to let 
the unions precipitate the strike. Last 
August, both the railroads and the 
brotharhoods wanted a fight, each con- 
fident of ability to whip the other, but 
President Wilson obtained the enact- 
ment of the Adamson law. Now, the 
railroads count on their own power, the 
strength of public opinion, aand the 
probability of President Wilson's acting, 
to enable them. to successfully resist the 
demands of the unions. Y 


Believe Many Would Keep at Work. 


‘The present strike order is in the form 


of the order issued for the strike of 
Sept. 4, 1916, with the date changed to 
March 17, 1917. Railroad managers be- 
lieve that if the strike is called motives 
of patriotism and self-interest will pre- 
vent many of the men from answering.

after Thursday’s meeting. 
. “ What the President will do the man- 
agers do not attempt to say. They all 
recalled that last August President Wil- 
son told Congressional leaders that, 
while he wished Congress to a law 
giving him avowed power to recruit 
railroad executives and trainmen into 
national service in case of national 
peril, he: believed he already. had .the 
power. .under the Constitution.

Expect Court Decision Monday. 


There is a disposition on the rart of 
the managers to believe that the Su- 
preme Court will hand down its Adam- 
son law decision next Monday. If the 
brotherhoods approach the railroads on 
that day, or if they. postpone the Sat- 
urday night strike call until the decision 
is handed down, they will get’an atten- 
tive ear from the managers. But if 
they insist on pressing the issue tomor- 
row there is every promise of a fight. 
One of the leading members of the 
Managers’ Committee explained the sit- 
uation last night in this. way: ; 

“The railroads promised the Govern- 
ment of the United States,’ through the 
Department of Justice, as did the broth~ 
erhoods, that they would take no fur- 
ther action until the Supreme Court had 
acted. The railroads will keep that 

romise. They are not going to be bull- 
Sened or frightened by the brotherhoods. 
When the Adamson law decision is 
handed down, whichever way it goes, 
we will heed any proposition the 
unions have to make. But the railroads 
are bound not to maké any settlement 
until we know about the valigity of 
the Adamson law.’’ 

While expressing condemnation of the 
brotherhoods for forcing the issue at a 
time of national ril, railroad exec- 
utives did not believe that they were 
called upon to make a surrender to pre- 
serve transportation peace. They trust 
to the Presidént, They pointed out that 
a strike of even forty-eight hours at 
this time would be very serious to the 
national defense and would cause a fur- 
ther freight congestion which could not 
be remedied for weeks. 

The railroads have been. giving orders 
.to employment agencies in many quar- 
ters to list men for them. It-is known 
that at least one big Eastern road in 
the last week has. made extensive prepa- 
rations for a strike.

FOR A CITIZENRY TRAINED. 

It is said in Washington that if we 
becpme involved in the Buropean 
war, Oongress, in the extra session, 
will pass @ bill fer universal military 
training; but such a bill should be 
passed without. waiting for war. The 
measure can be put in eperation more 
easily while ¢he country is stili at 
peace. Provision for the future pro- 
tection of the United States would 
inevitably become a secondary issue 
if the whole force of the War De- 
partment and the Regular, Army 
were burdened with other work of 
immediate importance. Of course, 
it is to be hoped that the General 
Staff's bill, after such revision as 
seems necessary, will be passed in the 
extra session, no matter what hap- 
pens. A larger number of reserve 
officers would be required if we had 
& War on ‘our hands, 6 that the train- 
ing of young meh could proceed, but 
that could be managed onte the eys- 
tem of military training for all be- 
came an established fact. 

‘There is no doubt that strong senti- 
ment in favor of universal training 
and service has developed in most of 
the States, if not in all. An incom- 
plete list of newspapers which warmly 
advocate the adoption of the system 
on their editorial pages numbers 172 
in 34 States.

| Organize, Delegation of 800 in 
Many Lines of Business for 
‘Plea:to Legislature. 


THEY GO TO ALBANY TODAY 


Buffalo, Rochester, and Other Cities 
to”be Represented——Believe 
Measures a Menace. 

Hotel and -restaurant men of.the city 
and State, awake to what they regard 
as a serious menace to their interest 
and that of the city in some of the 
measures now before the Legislature for 
restriction: df sales of liquor, are going 
to Albany ‘today in force to protest 
against the McNab-Carson remon- 
strance: bill and incidentally also against 
the Hill-Wheeler bill for the prohibi- 
tion referendum.

Of the three bills now before the Leg- 
islature, the hotel men of New York 
City_at least favor the one supported 
y Senator, Elon R: Brown incre&si 
the license/ahd ‘reducing the number o 
saloons, except that théy -think the 
ee rtax of 5 per cent. on gross re- 
pts of more than fifteen times the 
peeve of the license imposes an ex- 
cessive burden on- larger places, The 
reason for this was sta frankly by 
Thomas D. Green, President of the 
City Hotel. Men’s Association, at a 
joint. meeting..of the Executive Com- 
mittees of that organization and the So- 
ciety of. Restaurateurs held. yesterday 
afternoon in the Cambridge Building. 

‘* Undesirable: conditions have grown 
up in.a number of meee cities | rather 
than’ in Néw York,’” he said, ‘* which 
need to be corrected.
